]: is the Univerſal Concern of all Mankind upen the face of

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Svvitance and Life of all true Religion in the World, and without 
'itnone in the Earth; for God hath given it, to bring Salvation to 
the Ends thercof, and to be a perfet and ſufficient Teacher to all 
mankind, 2 Cor. 12.9. This was the Saints Teacher in the Go- 
fpcl Adminiſtration which brought their Salvation, Tt. 2.11. And 
£3] the Nations and People in general come to hear and learn of 
this 1; ward and Spirituai Teacher, they can never -be taught to de- 
ny Ungodlineſs. and worldly Luſts, nor to live Soberly and Righ- 
tcouſly in this preſent World ; this is the Chrift of God, Spiritually 
manifeſted in mortal Flcſh,to deſtroy the Works of the evil, which 
Who doth not hear, receive, follow and obey, can never receive 
rower to become Seryants or Sons of God ; but remains all their 
12y$ 1a the Gall of Bitterneſs, and Bond of Tniquity, heaping up 
\\rath agathit the Day of Wrath, and the Revelation of the righ- 
teous Judgments of God, and their Religion and Faith is vain and 
unprofitable, 

Thus Chi iſt being manifeſted, becomes the. Author of Eternal 
$3lvation in all who believe, and is that great Myſtery which hath 
been hid from our Fore-Fathers for many Generaticns, where he 
is received, heard and obeyed, he manifeſteth his ſtrength and 
Power in the Soul greater than the power and ſtrength of the Ene- 
my, and binds the ſtrong man, who hath long kept the Heart of 
miny, and caſts him our, and ſets up there his own T hrone, and 
ruleth till he hath pur all his Enemies under his Feet ; an ſo be- 
eomes the Hope of Glory to the people, Co/.1.27. And whoſo- 
crer doth not thus receive, hear and obey him, nor give up thus 
£9 be governed by him, cannot be his Diſciples, nor recetive.power 
from him to become Sons or Servants of the Living God ; but 
thouzh they may profeſs his Name in Words, and make a fair ſhew 
in the Fleſh of Chri/ijanity, yet the trae Chriftian Life they are 
Strangers unto, and without God inthe world, dead in Sins and 
Treſpaſles, and can never be raiſed out of the Grave of Corruption, 
but as they believe in, and wait for the manifeſtation of his Power, 
which 1s only known and manifeſted by his inward Light and 
Grace? to work all their Works in them and fer themz and thus 
muſt Man bez made the workmanſhip of God, created again in 
Chriſt. Jcſvs unto good Works, Ephe/. 2. 10. This is the New 
Creation, where mzn receives the Image of God (4s. e.) Righteouſ- 
neſs, which wes loſt in the firſt Adam: For as the Body without the 
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$Firit is dead, ſo Faith without Wok is dead alſs, Jam. 2.17,18, 19.20, 
For by Works of Righteouſneſs brought forth in man, by Chrift 
God's Righteouſneſs, is ſaving Faith known: And no man can 
have true Faith in Chriſt, who marifeſteth nor the Works of Righ- 
teouſneſs in his Cenverſaition ; for the Fruits and EffeRts of Satins 
Faith in man, is an Inward Righteouſneſs and Holineſs, whereby 
man's Heart, Soul and Spirit is ſantified to God, without which 
no man can ſee God. And man mult follow him in the Works of 
his Righreonſneſs, and. learn of him, and bear his Croſs, (viz.) 
not one of Gold, Silver, Wood or Stone, but that which Cruci- 
fies their belored Luſts and Pleaſures, without which they can ne- 
ver wear his Crown. For though man by his own power cannot 
work his own Salvation, yet as he helieves in and follows him 
whom God hath given for a Leader, 1/a. 55. 4. anda Commander 
to his People,he ſhall receive power from him todo whatſoever he 
commands him, and be ſaved by him from his Sin and Tranſgreſ- 
ſion; For his Names called 7eſws, becauſe he faves his from their 
Sins, Matth. 1.21. And whoſoever is not ſaved by him here from 
their Sins, can never be ſaved hereafter by him from the Wrath 
and Diſpleaſure of Almighty God, and that Death which is the 
wages of Sin, Rom. 6.23. 

Now, the means which Ged hath appointed to bring his Sal- 
yation to all mankind, is his Inward and Sp ritual Grace and Truth 
which came by Chriſt Jeſus, Fobn 1.17. This inward Teacher as 
all mankind comes to hear and obey, they through kim will be fa- 
ved, Epheſ. 2. 8. This hath vertue and power in it to bcing forth 


Righteouſneſs in man, and to work out all Unrighteouſneſs: [x 


is like a little Leaven hid in the Meal wiich Chriſt ſpoke of, AZar. 
13. 33. and will leaven t;2 whole lump of mankind into Sincerity 
and Truth, if it he received and obeyed. This 1s the pretious 
Pearl hid in the Field, which is the World fet in mays Heart, 
Eccleſ. 3. 11. which the Wiſedigs deep there to find, Jar. 1 3. 45, 
46. and having foun4 it, ſe!leth and parteth with all his Lufts ts 
purchaſe it 3 for no man can buy it but with the loſs and denyal of 
2ll things contrary to it, Gold will not purchaſe it, and Silver is 
droſs in compariſon of it, the Price thereof is above Rzvjes;z and 
therefore the Wiſe Man ſaid, Buy the Truth, and Jelleth it net, Prov. 
23. 23. Rev. 3.18. And no man can truly fay, My beloved is mine, 
and I avs bis,- but as he thus buys it, with the iclling of all contra- 


7 foit: This is #1 hard beings many, or the moſf part of man« 
kind, eſpecially the Rich, who have great Poſlefſions, ar 41 many 
b:joveli Lufs and Pleaſures to part withal, which are as dear and 
ncar 2s their right Hand or Eye: This made the Young man, 
which Chris ſpoke unto, Afar.

tn him: Even ſo the Things of God knoweth ns man, but the Spirit of God, 


: Cor.2 11. With this Spirit within did the Prophet 1/aiab ſeek the 
Lord, 1a. 26, 9. And with the Spirit of Truth within muſt all man- 
kind ſeek the Lord,if ever they find him and know his Work; for 
without ir the knowledge of God's Salvation is, and for ever will 
be hid from the Wiſe and Prudent of the World. This was the 
Tews blindneſs, the reſiſting of the Spiritual Gift of God, Ads 
5. 51. who by their wicked hands Stoned Srepler to Death, though 
they held up the Temple-Worſhip, the Offerings and Sacrifices, 
yet by Reſiſting the Spirit of God in themſelves, they became 
more blind then he who had an Unclean Spirit, who ſaid to Chriſt, 
F know thee whe thou art, the Holy One of Ged, Mark 1.23,24. Mat. 8. 
29. Yea, the Devil confeſſed him to be the Soi) of God, Marks, 7. 

The grand Cauſe of all the Error in the World, is in going 


from the Spirit of Truth within, the Comforter now ſent, accor- 


ding to the promiſe of Chriſt, John 14. 16, 17, 26. This Com- 
forter being received, heard and obeyed, leadeth into all Truth, 
and is a perfe& Guidc appointed of God for all mankind, to bring 
to the knowledge of God's Salvation z and thns to know the, only 
true God, and Jeſus Chriſt whom he bath ſent, is Eternal Life: ; 
and all knowl:idze ſhort hereof, is Earthly and Carnal.

Bread and Cup thercof Nouriſheth up to Eternal Life. Where 
Chrilt is come and riſen .in the Spitit, his ſpiritual Bread and 
Cup ſhews kis Reſurrection in the Soul; here thoſe who are 
qQuickned and raiſed by him, live by every Word that proceedeth 
ouc of his Mouth, Aft. 4-4. And bcing thus made partakers of 
his Reſurrection, over them the ſecond Dzath hath no power :

For the Purying which all true Chriſtian Belicvers own, is by tte. 
Blood of Jeſus Chriſt rocleanſe them from their Sins, which none 
can have the benefit of, bur thoſe who walk in the Light, 1 Fehr 
I. 17. For if we [1y we have fellowſhip with God, and walk in D..k- 
neſs, we Lye, and do not the Truth, Verſ. 6: But if we wa'k in the 
Light, as he1s in the Light, we h vc Fillowſhip one with anerher, ayd 
the Blood of Jeſws Chriſt his Son Cleanſeth ws from all Sin. Here is 
the Covenant in which the Benefit, Virtue and Efficacy of the 
Blood of Feſus is known and witnetſed co this day, and mult be 
throughout all Generations: A:d therefore hath the true Lizhs 
(or Grace of Gcd) ligated every Man that cometh into the 
World, 7obn 1.9, That all mizhs Reccive it, and wilk in it, and 
' fo be made Living Witneſles of. the Blood of Jeſus Chriit, ta 
Cleanſe them from their Sins: If the Sons and Daughters of Men 
were come this to know, they ne-J:d not to have imagined an 
ourwaid Pwrgat.ry to cleanſe People from their Sins, the Blood 
cf Je=.u> thus known and. witneſſed is ſufficient to fanctife and 
make cleaa in B:dy, Sonl and Spirit, all wno walk in the Lietr; 
and thus would Go1's Salyation be kno«n and manifeſted to the 
- Eads ofthe Eaith: For as the Lightening comes out of the E-lt, 
and ſniges 40 the Weil, 1o 15 the ſhiniug of the Sun of Righrevaf,

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neſs in the Soul of Man: Bur till the Day dawn and Day-Star 
2riie in the Heart, the glorious Sun of Righteouſneſs with heal- 
ing in his Wings can never be known to ariſe; and until this 
is known and witneſſed .all Preaching is vain, ana Peoples Faith is 
yain, and they are ſtill in their Sins, and can never be made per- 
takers of his KeſurreQion, nor.conformable to his Dezrth, bur lives 
and dyes in their Sins, - and whither he: goes they cannot come, 
Fon 8. 21,24. 

Therefore let all be warned, to take heed to the true Light and 
Inward Spiritual Grace of God,& giveup1othie Teactinys thereof, 
that an underſtanding from God they may receive, to know the 
Myſteries of the Kingdom of Righteouſi.c, which are bid from 
the Wiſe and Prudent of the World, who are glorying in Brains 
Study, Humane Arts and Literature, and Natural A<quirements 
in the will and wiſdom of man; through theſe was divine WiC 
dom never conveyed unto any of the Sons of men: But true Wiſ- 
dom is the gift of God communicated to them who love and fear 
him, the Secrets of the Lord to ſuch are daily manifeſted, and 
they want not the knowledge of the Myſtcries of the. Kingdom 
of Righteouſneſs, but can declare to others what God .hath 
Cone for their Souls, of what they have taſted and handled of 
the Word of Eternal Life, theſe are able Miniſters "of the New 
Teſtament, not of the'Letter, but of the Spirit. 

And tiil the Nations-and People in gene:al be turned unte, and 
receive” the Gift of God, ' which he hath univerſally given to all 
mankind to profit withal, the opening of Eternal Life they can 
never ſee, neither can the way thereof be manifefted or known 
zby any thing ſhort of ir, neither can any man know Life by it 
till he is ſubjected to it, and ſpiritually Baptized by it into the Neath 
of Chrift, this is the true inward Chriſtian, whoſe praiſe is not of 
men, but of God: For the true Chriſtian Bpriſm 13 a Death unto 
Sin, and a New Birth unto Righteouſneſs, and none are Chriſtians 
indeed but who are fo baptized; upon this account. ſaid rhe Son 
of God unto Nicodemus, Except # Mar be born again, he'cannat ſee 
the Kingdom of Ged, John 3. 3. And again, Except tha” a man te 
. tern of Water, and of the Spirit, he cannot entes 14iro the Kingdom of 
God, Verſ.5. The Spiritual Water, whertwith the Holy Ghoſt 
doth waſh all true Believers, and bring: them into newneſs of 
Life : for he is not. a C/74/ian thay 15 one outward z neither is that 
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Baptiſm, that 1s ontward in « Fleſh; but he 18a Chri/tian that 
1s one inward, and Baptiſm is that of the Heart, and iu the Spi- 
Tit, this is the true Goſpel- Miniſtration, the lat and greateſt that 
ever the World ſhall be vilited withal: This hath a more Excel. _ 
lent Glory, than that which ftood in Meats and Drinks, and Car- 
nal Ordinances and Commendments ef men, and therefore was te 
Remain to all Generations, 2 Cor. 3.6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11. 

Now all you who are ſate down 1n- eutward Viible Signs, and 
are {lighting and negleCting the Subſtance thereof (viz.) the in- 
ward and ſpiritual Grace which muſt bring your Salvation, the 
Enemy hath deceived you in keeping you from receiving, hear- 
ing and obeying it, your ſufficient Teacher and bringer of Sal- 
vation; And fo you are ever learning, and can never. come to the 
Knowledge of the Spirit of Truth in your ſelves, which is given 
of God to lead you into all Truth, Fehr 16. 13. The Comforter 
promiſed by Chriſt,Johr 14. 16, 17. to abide for eyer ; this he ſaid 
dwelt with bis Diſciples, and ſhould be in them, Verl, 179. This 
Comforter, the Spirit of Trath is ariſen in our day, and mani- 
feſted in all true Believers for this purpoſe, to Ceſtroy the Works 
of the Devi). RL | | 

Put Oh! let the outward Chrit;ans beware, leſt they reject 
h.m in his Inward Appearance, as the outward Jews rejetted him 
in his outward appearance; for if they wound . and crucifie the 
Spirit of Truth, and of Chriſt in themſelves; they-will be as guilty 
of his Blood, as were the Fews of old : What lighting, deſpiling, 
nay, blaſpheming againſt this in:z4rd and. ſpiricnal Appearance 6;

Every:tami:y apart, and their Wives, apart, Zech. 12.10,11,12,1 33! 4+ 
He:is indeed a Comforter to ſuch Mourners now, --bnt crys H's ta 
them who now. laugh, - as he did in” the days of his Fleſh to the 
Jens and Phariſees, Luk, 6. 25, For outward Chriſtianity now, 
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where the inward Life, Spirit and Power of Chriſt is not received 
and witneſſed, is of no more value in the ſight of God, then were 
the Jews Offerings ard Sacrifices, when they were inwardly pol- 
lated : For it is the Sacrificeof a broken Heart, and contr ite Spirit, which 
the Lird regards, Pſal. 51.17. And the inward white Linzen, which 
is beautiful in his Eye, his Sos and Daghters are all glorious with- 
in, 1ſal. 45.13. They hunger and thirſt after an inward Kighte- 
ouſneſs (z. e.) the Righteouſneſs of Faith, which ſaith, Gs not forth, 
Mat- 24.26. Rom. 10.8. For the Word is nigh thee in thy Heart, and 
in thy Meth, that thou may hear it, and do it. This was the Word of 
Fa:th which the true Goſpel-Miniſters preached, believed and re- 
ecived; and who doth not receive this inward Word, cannot know 
the Salvationof God,for it is the Ingrafted Word that 1s able to ſave the 


Soul, James 1. 21. And till People come to hear and do this Word, 


their Builcings are upon the Sand, and will not ſtand in a Stormy 
Day; for true and ſaving Faith is obtatned and -received by hear- 
ing of this Word, in all who live and ftand in it, without which 
no man can pleaſe God, Heb. 11.6. Thus the Antients received 
Faith, and walked in it, and did many valiant Acts, both in the 
time of the firſt and ſecond Covenant, - and had Victory over the 
World, yea, they were made more than Conquerors over Death, 
Hell and the Grave, | Rom. 8.37. and obtained a good Report, tho? 
they obtained not the Promiſes, , Heb. 11. 39. 

And now this- Teſtimony I muſt leave to the World, that God 
hath ſent his good Spirit into the Hearts of the Gnildren of men 
to be. their Guide, Leader and DireQor in all things relating to 
his Kingdom; and upon the receiving and obeying,. or reſiſting 
and difobeying this Spirit, ſtands man's eternal Felicity or Wo,
